THE Committee appointed by the Royal Society to 
dire& the publication of tht Phi lofopbical TranJacTions, 
take this opportunity to acquaint the Public, that it fully 
appears, as well from the council-books and journals of 
the Society as from repeated declarations, which hare 
been made in feveral former tranfaclions, that the print- 
ing of them was always, from time to time, the fingle aft 
of the refpe&ive Secretaries, till the Forty-leveuth Volume. 
And this information was thought the more neceflary, 
not only as it had been the common opinion, that they 
were published by the authority, and under the direction, 
of the Society itfelf ; but alfo, becaufe feveral authors, 
both at home and abroad, have in their writings called 
them the Tranfaflions of the Royal Society. Whereas in 
truth the Society, as a body, never did intereft themfelyes 
any further in their publication, than by occafionally 
recommending the revival of them to fome of their Secre- 
taries, when, from the particular drcumftances of their 
affairs, the TranfacTtons had happened for any length of 
time to be intermitted. And this feems principally to 
have been done with a view to fatisfy the Public, that 
their ufual meetings were then continued for the improve- 
ment of knowledge, and benefit of mankind, the great 
ends of their firft inftitution by the Royal Charters, and 
which they have ever fince fteadily purmed. 

But the Society being of late years greatly tnlarged, 
and their communications more numerous, it was thought 
advifeable, that a Committee of their members fhpuld be 
appointed to reconfider the papers read before them, and 
felecl: out of them fuclj, as they ihould judge moft proper 
for publication in the future Tranfattiotu ; which was a<x 
cordingly done upon the 26th of March 1752. And the 
grounds of their choice are, and will continue to be, the 
importance and Angularity of the fubjefts, or the advan- 
tageous manner of treating them ; without pretending to 
anfwer for the certainty of the fafts, or propriety of the 
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feafonings, contained in the feveral papers fo published, 
which jnuft ftill reft on the credit or judgment of their 
refpaftise authors. 

it is llkeWifb necejTary on this occafion to remark, that 
it is an eftabUftied rule of the Society, to which they will 
always adhere, never to give their opinion, as a body, 
upon any fubjeft, either of Nature or. Art, that comes 
before them. And therefore the thanks, which are fre- 
quently propofed from die chair, to be given to the 
authors of fuch papers, as are read at their accuftomed 
meetings, or to the perfons through whofe hands they re- 
ceive them, are to be confidered in no other light than as 
a matter, of civility, in return for the refpeft fliewn to the 
Society by thofe communications. The like alfo is to be 
faid with regard to the feveral projects, inventions, and 
curiofities of various kinds, which are often exhibited to 
the Society ; the authors whereof, or thofe who exhibit 
them, frequently take the liberty to report, and even to 
certify in the public news-papers, that they have met with 
the higheft applaufe and approbation. And therefore it 
is hoped, that no regard will hereafter be paid to fuch 
reports, and public notices ; which. ip fome inftances have 
been too lightly credited, to the dUhonour of the Society. 

At a COU N C I L, January 28, 1773, 

Refolved, That after Volume LXIt. the 2hihfophical 
Iranfaflions be publiflied twice in a year ; the firft pub- 
lication to be of the months of November and Decem- 
ber of the preceding year, and January and February 
of the current year, as foon as may be after- February, 
under the name of the ** firft part*' of the volume: and 
the feeond publication to be of the remaining months unto 
the recefs of the Society, as foon as may be after the 
recefs, under the name of the "fecond part" of the 
volume. 
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
